Inhabitants,  plant  and  animal  Even  the 
phenomena  of  the  waters  themselves  were 
little  mderstood.  Maury,  a  naval  officer 
nf  the  Confederate  States,  gave  the  first 
detailed  account  of  the  OuU  Stream  m 
his  'Thysleal  Oeography  of  the  Sea,"  mid- 
way In  the  nineteenth  century.  Cook  and 
Vancouver  and  other  navigators  contrib- 
uted mneh  to  the  knowUdge  of  the  sea  by 
^e  observations  they  made,  limited  as 
these  were.  The  Endeavour  and  the  Dis- 
covery were  forenmners  of  an  li^reastng 
number  of  vessels  engaged  in  purely  .scl- 
entiflc  research.  With  the  Beagle  is  asso- 
ciated for  all  time  the  name  of  Charles 
Darwin,  and  with  the  Rattlesnake  that  of 
Thomas  Huxley.  But  t4ie  ftrst  great  sys- 
tematic expedition  to  explore  the  oceans 
waa  made  by  the  Challenger  slxty-flve 
years  ago.  Among  the  invaluable  records 
obUlnad  from  1872  to  lt76  were  thoee  of 

the  sea  -  bottom  material  at  various 
depths.  To  that  expedition  we  chiefly 
owe  our  knowledge  of  that  strange  surface, 
with  the  .sands,  gravels  and  muds  of  the 
shallow  ofl-shore  waters,  the  deeper  coral 
and  volcanic  mnds  and  the  green,  red  and 
blue  ones,  and  oozes  composed  of  ml.scro- 
ficoplc  animal  remains,  and.  deepest  of  all, 
the  red  clay,  so  called  from  Ita  chief  col- 
oring matter  but  containing,  in  addition 
to  organic  matter,  what  is  believed  to  be 
dust  from  the  toiter-stellar  spaces. 

Animali  and  Plants 

^T-nON  we  have  had  through  these  and 
1  less  ambitious  expeditions,  such  as 
our  biological  stations  have  made  In  local 
waters,  ,fnd  through  the  activity  of  en- 
thusiastic shore  nalurali.sts  to  whom  a 
great  debt  Is  due  for  the'  foundations  laid 
by  them,  a  vast  and  amaiinf  Increase  in 
our  knowledge  of  the  animals  and  plants 
of  the  sea.  I  should  say  -a  "potential  In- 
crease," for  the  knowladgt  Is  anything  but 
widely  rtlffiissd  tvea  amoof  odneated 
people. 

A  few  years  ago,  letters  in  the  local  . 

papers  called  attention  to  the  gla.ss- 
'  bottomed  boats  of  Calif ornlan  resorts  and 
suggested  their  Introduction  here,  that 
the  wonders  of  the  sea  might  be  viewed 
through  theml.'  Anyone  may  make  for 
himself  a  water-telescope  which  he  can 
ii.se  from  a  boat  or  landing  stage.  AH 
that  is  necessary  Is  a  long  tube  of  wood 
or  metal,  witn  a  piece  of  plate-glass  so 
Inserted  in  the  lowrr  end  that  the  water 
is  excluded.  The  length  Is  a  matter  of 
convenience  In  handling.  The  glass  end 
is  lowered  into  the  water  and  through  the 
upper  open  end  a  vision  of  the  under-sea 
world  Is  obtained.  An  old  friend  of  mme 

told  nie  that  nearly  fifty  years  ago  he 
used  to  go  out  In  Bsquimalt  Harbor  with 
one  In  hia  boat.  Readers  of  Dr.  Beebe's 

delightful  books  of  adventure  under  trnpi 
cal  seas  have  no  duubt  wished  at  times 
we  could  share  his  experiences.  Well,  we 
(  in  In  a  meaj!ure  with  a  water-tele.scope 
whlclLJBy  the  way  is  credited  to  the  New- 
foundland fishermen  as  uaers  If  not

Undcr-Sca^Landicapc 

A MONO  the  extraordinary  information 
brought  back  by  the  explprers  of  the 
ocean  Is  that  connected  with  the  gr^at 
deeps.  These  depressions  are  now  record- 
ed m  school  atlases  where  maps  are  de- 
voted to  the  Idpography  of  the  sea -bot- 
tom, the  varying  depths  being  marked  by 
graduated  tints.  But  the  small  scale  of 
these  mape.  and  even  of  the  largest,  gives 
us  very  little  true  idea  of  the  magnitude 
of  these  abysses.  The  general  Impression 
of  the  landscape  of  the  sea-bottom  we 
receive  from  mai)s  and  from  descriptions 
is  one  of  comparative  tameness:  gently 
rolling  plains  with  here  and  there  a  great 
hollow  with  sloping  sides,  a  long  ridge  of 
rock,-  or  a  group  ot  volcanle-pefks,  some 
ot  which  reaeh  thnraeh  the  sea's  surface 
to  the  atmosphere,  and,  of  course,  all 
around  the  slopinc  margin  on  the  conti- 
nents. Even  when  we  find  that  the  loftiest 
Of  the  Himalayan  peaks  might  be  dropped 
Into  one  of  the  deeps  and  its  .summit  stiii 

be  S.OOO  feet  below  the  surfaro  or  thai 
Mount  Baker  would  be  immersod  1.500  feet 
below  the  average  depth  of  the  oceans, 
we  stin  lack  the  sense  of  the  picturesque 
which  comes  to  us  In  the  more  stupendous 
terrestrial  scenery.  I  think  it  is  possibly 
due  to  our  unfamlliarlty  with  vast  hol- 
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and  he  cannot  obtain  the  exactitude  of 

base-line  and  trmngulatiuu  methods  ex- 
cept near  land.  Recently,  the  United 
States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  has  de- 
vised methods  by  which  the  survtying 
5hip  is  connected  by  echo  soundmg  and 
wireless  with  two  or  more  statlgfi9.^oa  the 
coast  at  a  distance  up  to  100  miles  or 
more,  thus  hxing  with  great  accuracy  the 
ship  s  position.  The  result  is  that,  of  late, 
some  extremely  inlerestnig  results  have 
been  obtained  and,  from  the  anniversary 
address  of  the  president  of  the  OeOloglclT 
Society  of  London,  recently  delivered, 
some  of  the  examples  I  have  given  are

Submerged  Mountains 
vyrE  come  to  cloeer  grips  with  the  un- 
W  seen  when  we  read  of  the  result  of 
a  j^iece  of  surveying  done  by  tlie  United 
Stsites  HydrographIc  Survey  last  year 
when  a  United  .States  survey  discovrred  in 
Western  Behring  Sea  a  submerged  moun- 
tain range  rising  abruptly  from  the  ocean 
floor  to  a  height  of  11,000  feet.  With  a 


width  of  about  thirty  miles,  this  range 
had  a  clearly  defined  crest  which  reached 

to  from  240  to  900   feet  of  the  surface. 

Such  results  are  the  outcome  of  the  de- 
velopments made  in  the  work,  of  hydro-, 
graphic  surveying  and  the  greater  thor- 
oughness with  wiiich  it  Is  now  carried  on. 
The  immense  area  covered  "by  the  oceanic 
water.";  makes  anythini;  likf  a  complete 
knowledge  of  the  bottom  extremely  di|n- 
cult.  When  It  is  considered  that  there 
are  still  great  areas  of  the  earths  land 
surface  very  Imperfectly  known  .  and 
unmapped,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  ex- 
plorers and  scientific  expedltkms,  and  of 


Its  comparative  accessibility,  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  the  ocean's  bottom 
Is  only  known  In.JLvery  cursory  manner^ 
Further,  the  area  of  the  ocean  vastly  ex- 
ceedk  -that  .oT  jOfe  Jand.  covering,  nearly 
thi^e-quart'Ts  of  the  wliole  surface  of  tiie 
earth.  But  the  survey  of  the  sea-bOttom 
Is  going  ahead,  and  one  of  the  contrib- 
uting causes  Is  the  adoption  of  echo 
soundings  which,  of  course,  operate  ver- 
tically as  similar  soundings  In  fogs  oper- 
ate horizontally. 

The  surveyor  of  the  sea-bottom  has  dif- 
ficulties unknown  to  his  brother  on  land. 
He  operates  from  an  unstable  position. 


An  Old  Valley  _ 

IN  the  old  editiuns  of  Dana's  Manual  of 
-Oeology"-«nine  U  the  third,  dated  I88O 

-  there  is  a  reference  to  the  Hudson 
River  s  old  channel  lying  acro^ii  Uie  sub- 
merged  Atlantic  border  and  dropping  off 
sudden iy  100  miles  out  from  the  .seventy 
to  the  12U-faUiom  Uiie^  It  is  illuslralcU  by 
a  map  based  on  the  existing -eharU.  In; 
Russell  s  "North  America,"  a  more  recent 
accomil  of  tills  old  valley  is  given:  The 
best-known  example  of  a  submerged 
river-channel  occurs  off  the  mouth  of  the 
Hudson  and  has  been  traced  Irom  New 
York  about  120  miles  seaward  to  the  edve 
ul  the  continental  shell.  II  is  deepest  and 
best  deimed  on  the  outer  portion  of  the 
submerged  plateau,  where  for  a  distance 
oi  twenty-three  miles,  beginning  ninety- 
seven  miles  from  Sandy  Hook,  it  has  an 
average  width  of  three  miles  and  a  maxi- 
mum  depth  of  about  2,500  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  bordering  submarine  plain, 
which  has  120  feet  of  water  over  It.  This 
canyon  opens  out  In  the  seaward  face  of 
the  plateau  and  forms  a  deep  notch  in  the 
generally  unilorm.crest-llne  of  the  escarp- 
ment. Farther  upstream,  so  to  speak,  the 
channel  narrows  to  a  mile  and  a  quarter, 
with  some  irregulariues  in  depth,  and 
near  Sahdy  Hook  it  Is  not  apparent  owing 
to  the  amount  of  debris,  largely  sand, 
swept  into  it  by  shore  j:ur rents.  Tills  evi- 
dence, strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the 
true  rock-cut  valley  ol  the  Hud.son  as  far 
as^Troy  is  filled  with  clay  and  sand  to  a 
considerable  depth,'  Is  abundant  proof  that 
the  land  was  formerly  hij^her  than  at 
present  by  at  least  3,UUU  lect,  and  that 
the  now-submerged  contlnent&l  ttielf  Dff 
Long  I.^l.md  was  then  a  plain  above  water, 
across  which  the  ancient  Hudson  was  ex- 
tended. The  river  flowed  across  this  plain 
for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  exca- 
vate a  canyon  over  2,600  lect  deep  and 
three  miles  wide  from  crest  to  crest  of  Its 
walls  ii>  1  '  seaward  portion."  He  goes 
on  to  aescribe  the  "most  remarkable  in- 
stance of  all."  the  "submerged  valley  of 
the  SI  Lawrence,  which  has  been  traced 
through  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and  out 
to  the  brink  of  the  submerged  continental 
.escarpment,  stjme  200  miles  east  of  Nova 
Scotia.  The  tide  now  rises  and  falls  in 
the  St.  Lawrence  to  within  a  lew  miles  of 
Montreal;  that  Is.  the  'Greater  St.  Law- 
rence' has  lost  about  1,000  miles  of  its 
length  owing  to  a  downward  movement  of 
the  land." 

Slikmarine  Canyons 

Bwr  with  the  newer  methods  Dr.  O. 
Jones  shows  that  some  20(Ljnlles  of 
the  Atlantic  of  the  continental  slope,  or 
the  area  between  the  lOO-fathom  line  and 
the  900,  has  been  very  thoroughly  sur- 
veyed and  in  his  "Canyons  Off  the  New 
England  Coast,"  Or.  F.  P.  Shepard  thus 
writes:  "Along  this  .slope  submarine  can- 
yons  of  awe-inspiring  proportions  were 
discovered.

Many  Guinea  Fowl 

QUICXLY  noticeable  among  the  poultry 
are  the  qulek-movlng,  somewhat  fur- 
tive guinea  fowl,  wHbse  distressing 
cry  startles  one  who  Is  not  familiar  with  it 
The  guinea  fowl.  In  four  varieties,  white, 
pearl.  Ulae  and  lavfhdef,  "nre  ralasd  In 
large  numbers,  the  birds  beint;  particularly 
.  fine  for  tabic  puaKMM.,an4^^mmantUng^ 
high  prices  In  the  market  places.  Theee 
fowl  appear  less  domesticated  than  other 
species  of  barnyard  inhabitants,  flying 
about  considerably  and  being  constantly 


on  the  move.   They  hide  their  nests  with 

cunning  and  skill,  and  those  in  charge  are 
kept  constantly  on  the  alert  to  And  the 
eggs.  They  are  hatched  in  incubators  as 
Weil  as  by  the  guinea  hens,  and  all  the 
chicks  are  raised  In  electric  brooders.  As 
might  be  expected,  the  hens  set  up  a  noisy 
fU|u  when  their  chicks  are  removed  to  the 
brooders,  but  they  quickly  forget  aad  .soon 
are  busy  laying  again,  with  the  result  there 
is  a  steady  succession  of  hatchings  until 
early  November.  Guinea  fowl  are  reputed 
to  be  dlfAcult  to  rear,  but  Qualicum  Farm 

has  met  with  extremely  few  tosses:  — 

SfranRcly.  there  is  a  kindred  spirit  be- 
tween the  guinea  fowl  and  t*he  turkeys. 
From  the  moment  the  young  chicks  leave 
the  brooder  houseJLhey  are  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  turkeys,  who  refu.se  to  allow 
man  or  beast  to  come  between  them  and 
thelF^ehafves.-^  an  intruder  appears,  the 
turkeys  immediately  clo.se  in  about  ttuir 
Jit  tie  friends,  and  so  long  as  there  are  signs 
of  danger  they  maintain  a  patrol  like 
mammot  sentries  around  a  Lilliputian 
castle  The  guinea  fowl,  on  the  other 
hand,  while  showing  no  ot^Jection  to' the 
presenee  of  4he  turkm,  treat  tlMaaJvith 
cool  indifference.  _ 

White  King  Ftgepns 

ANOTHER  .spccial'y  is  pigeons,  which 
are  raised  for  table  purposes.  Only 
ons  breed.  Whtte  Kings,  te  lupt  .The 
birds  are  pure  white  and  of  exceptional 
size,  more  hkra  small  White  Leghorn  hen 
than  the  average  pigeon.  .The  sauabs 
'weigh  from  two  to  two  and  one-half 
pounds  a  pair  and  are  considered  particu- 
larly choice  by  the  gourmet!  ^lie  hun- 
dred or  more  White  Klhgs  make  a  pretty 
sight  in  the  spacious  Qualicum  loft. 

At  McRae  Farms  one  of  the  .f  hief  fea- 
tures te  the  herd  af  eesen  Lliisaln  Had  eat- 
tle,  a  dual  p  irpo.se  breed.  Imported  from 
England  and  the  only  herd  In  Canada. 
Theee  eattle  at«  solid  red  and  are  buUt 
much  like  a  Shorthorn,  in  which  herd  book 
they  are  registered  In  this  country  al- 
though they  have  had  a  separate  herd 


book  in*  England  foil  several  years.  Gen- 
eral McRae  ■  believe  s  them  to  be  well* 
adapted  U)  Vancou  ver  Island  conditions, 
and  hopes  eventually  to  be  able  to  dis- 
tribute breeding  stock. 

One  of  the  four  farms  1  kriM'ji.ii  as  the 
Big  Henderson  Swamp.  In  the  past  two 
years  large  sections  have  been  ditched  and 
drained,  and  next  Spring  there  wlU  be  half 
of  It,  or  200  acres.  In  cultivation  More 
than  eighty  acres  have  already,  been  sown 
to  an  assortment  of  Fall  grains. 

Another  of  the  farms  Is  the  Little  Ham- 
ilton Swamp.  This  tract  U  being  kept 
In  Its  wide  state  and  Is  to  be  developed  as 
a  game  preserve  for  waterfowl,  other  birds 
aiut  beaver.  A  pair  of  beaver,  native  ta- 
the  swamp,  has  been  happily  resident 
there  for  eome  time,  and  QenersTWeRae 
Is  hopeful  that  a  large  family  will  become 
established  eventually,  ^e  same  place 
may  also  become  the  home  of  Jive  deer 
which  at  present  roanf  abo  ut  the  Quallcuri 
Farms  These  deer  found  themselves 
trapped  by  the  new  fences,  but  they  soon 
fouDd  themselves  safe  and  comfortable, 
becoming  qiiite  fame  and  not  a  bit  fearful 
of  human  beings.  Of  lat^  little  has  been 
seen  of  them,  for  thby  keep  to  the  deeper 

parts  of  the  parkland  slnre  sheep  ha\e 
been  allowed  to  pasture  there.  For  some 
reason  they  recent  t^  presence  of  sheep, 
but  can  be  quite  frleijidly^wlth  the  cattle. 

The  extensive  development  at  Quallcum 
and  McRae  Facms  marks  further  recogni- 
tion for  Vancouver  I^ilat^d  from  either  the 
rural  or  urban  pf)int  of  view  Among  the 
rural  distcicldLJ?arUcularIy  favored,  the 
Quallcum-Parksvllle  area  has  been  receiv- 
ing most  marked  attention  in  the  past  sev- 
eral years,  and  th^re  are  several  other 
country  estates  beuig^  developed  in  that 

underway  and  from  inquiries  that  are

There  Is  every  reaeon  to  intteve  ' 
that  if  these  features  were  visible  they 
would  compare  scenical^y  with  the  most 
Impressive  canyons  in  the  world.'*  Fur- — 
ther  south  off  the  coasts  of  Maryland  and 
Virginia  canyons  have  been  found  at  a 
depth  of  «;0Q»  feet,  and'  off  Norfolk.  Va.. 
the  slope  is  cut  by  deep  gullies  at  a  depth 

of  tf.OOO  feet.  .  

The  origin  of  these  canyons  and  gul- 
lies Is  puzzling  the  geolot^ist^.  Danas 
opinion  and  Russell^was  thai  the  Hudson 
River  once  represented  the  river  s  course 
n&hen  the  continental  border  was  dry 
land,  and  some  geologists  attribute  the 
canyons  partly  to  river  erosion  and  partly 
to- the  excavating  power  nf  glacial  Ice. 
Others  again  believe  some  of  the  canyons 
and  gullies  were  produced  by  the  out- 
breaking of  springs  of  Iresh  water  or  the 
submarine  outlets  of  underground  rivers, 
li  has  been  suggested,  too.  that  they  may 
have  resulted  irom  the  downward  sweep 
of  current-borne  material  worn  from  l-he  ^_ 
conlinentai  butucr  As  Dr.  Jones  sug- 
gests, perhaps  no  one  mode  of  origin  is 
jkppllcable  to  all  the  onyons.

THE  immense  change  m  the  relation 
of  land  to  sea  which  thesft-Atlaiitic 
canyons  present  on  the  theory  that  they 
are  submersed  land  valkys  is  of  couiM 
quite  faniiliar  to  anyone  who  is  Uiter- 
ested  in  the  rocks  of  the"earfi5r  "On  Van-^ 
couver  Island;  -and  the  most  striking 
example  I  know  of,  is,  as  I  have  in  former- 
articles  pointed  out,  in  the  Forbidden  Pla- 
teau country,  where  cretaceous  fossils  are 
found  at  an  elevation  of  between'i.OOO  and 
S.OOO  feet  at  Strata  Mountain.  t>r.  Beebe, 
In  his  "Beneath  Tropic  Seas,"  has  a  vivid 
chapter  entitled  "A  Seashore  One  Mile 
\fp."  There  he  tells  In  his  picturesque 
manner  how  in  the  mountains  he  had 
"stood  In  his  stirrups  and  pried  loose  the 
shells  of  huge  oysters  from  their  bed  In 
the  cliff  overhead  and  curious  blvalved 
mollusks  and  the  twisted  forms  of  worms 
and  branches  of  corals-  which  had  flour- 
ished when  Haiti  and  the  world  were 
young.  Once  then,  all  this  region  had 
been  below  the  level  of  the  sea-  fust  to 
be  thrown  up  by  volcanic  (juibursts  and 
then  built  upon  and  added  to  through- 
out the  ages  by  the  patient  labor  of 
corals." 

An  article  In  The  Geographical  Review 
for  April,  lU2d,  gives  an  idea  of  the 
changes  Uia^  take  place  from  time  to  time 
in  the  floor  of  the  ocean.  In  the  C'uyo 
Uroup,  in  the  Philippines,  a  survey  of  a 
shoal  was  made  in  October.  1914.  and  in 
December,  1916,  the  area  was  rcsuiveyed 
in  a  search  for  a  hidden  rock  which  had 
been  reported.  It  was  not  Intended  that 
the  whole  area  should  be  gone  over  again, 
but  In  the  cours^  of  tlie  second  examina- 
tion certain  differences  In  reeults  led  to 
a  careful  checking  of  the  whole  area  It 
was  found  that  during  the  Uiterval  of  Just 
over  two  years,  a  sinking  of  the  bottpm 
in  part  of  the  area  had  taken  place  rang- 
ing from  138  to  144  feet.  In  March,  1915. 
an  earthquake  in  the  ueHUbwhoud  had

Rtago  Pa.ssage  and  .south  of  the  pa-s-sagS. 
They  (ange  irom  324  tu  M19  (cet  In  depth. 
The  troughs  ar*  mostly  parts  of  old  river 
systems  develo|ped  in  the  inter-gla(  lal 
period,  and  thi  deeps  were  excavated  In 
these  by  the  list  or  Vashon  glacier.  Of 
the  old  rivers.  Mr  nrelz  says  "The  Int/'r- 
giaciai  drainage  system  of  Puget  Sound 
south  of  the  itralta  Is  believed  to  have 

consisted  of  three  rivers  One  flowing 
north  to  the  valley  now  occupied  by  tlie 
Strait  of  Juan  de  Fuca,  and  two  fkiwing 
.south  to  the  Chehalls  River.  Admiralty 
Inlet  is  the  trunk  valley  of  the  north- 
flowing  river  (Admiralty  River),  and 
HO0!d'f_Canal  is  the  main  valley  of  the 
western  river  (Matlock  Pathway  River; 
discharging  to  the  Chehalls.   The  main

quake  waves,  and  partly  from  gravity 
readings.  Along  the  eontlneiilal  slopes 
the  u.<ie  of  a  dredge  has  brought  up  frag- 
ments of  the  various  rock  formations.  bui> 
obviously  this  Is  not  practicable  in  the 
deeper  cmtral  waters  The  ba.saltlc  hy- 
pothesis Is  fundamental  to  at  least  two 
modem  theories,  Wegener's  SMvement  of 

the  con'inents  and  Isostasy.  both  of  which 
demand  a  substratum  of  sufficiently  high 
specific  gravity  to  "float"  the  lighteiLXOn- 
tlnental  masses  Meanwhiif  ,  thr  wonder 
of  the  sea  Is  not  diminished  by  Increaslnf 
knowledge  of  it,  but  rather  the  -reverse. 
Whether  we  consider  It  as  a  world  of  liv- 
ing things  or  as  the  concealing  iarm^t 
vof  the  greater  partjof  our  earth's  surface,

When  land   was   sif;ht(>d  at  last,  the 
Frenchmen  had  eaten— everything  there 
la  tht  Ihl9,  ihort  of  Um  Um- 


ber and  Imrdware,  and  were  too  weak 
from  starvation  to  be  able  to  handle  her. 
She  drove  up  on  a  reef  on  Uie  coast  of 
Molokal,  one  of  the  l.sland.s  In  the  middle 
of  the  Hawaiian  group,  on  which  the  leper 
colony  If  MtabUahtd. 

Captain  de  Blsschop  and  Tatibouet  were 
rescued  from  the  wreck,  but  so  ill  and 
emaciated  were  Uiey  that  for  a  Ume  their 
lives  were  de.spalred  of.  But  a  sympathe- 
tic doctor  and  nursing  staff  at  the  island 
hofpltal  fed  them  back  to  health  and 
strength,  and  new  friends  replaced  the 
belongings  they  lost  when  the  Junk 
bcofet  up. 

Undaunted  by  an  experience  that  would 
have  made  most  men  give  up  the  Idea  of 
sailing  the  ocean  in  unorthodox  craft,  the 
Frenchmen  went  to  Honolulu,  on  tha 
neighboring  island  of  Oahu.  and  there  be- 
gan to  make  plans  for  an  even  more  un- 
usual voyage.  It  was  then  that  they  be- 
came known  a«  tbt  "erujr  Frenchmen." 

Strange  Craft  Takes  Sliaite  . 

UNDER  the  palms  Oh  the  beach,  near 
Waiklkl.  two  strang«-T6bTclnK  hulls 
began  to  take  shape.   Soon  it  was  an- 


nounced that  De  Blsaohop  and  Tatibouet 

propo.sed  to  set  out  from  Honolulu  in  a 
catamaran  on  a  voyage  of  scientific  dis- 
covery, the  object  of  which  was  to  prove 
their  theory  that  the  ancient  Polynesians 
emigrated  to  the  Central  and  South  Pa- 
cific Ulandi  frmn  America,  rather  than 
from  AaUL 

with  the  help  of  a  Chinese  carpenter, 
the  Frenchman  spent  nearly  two  year* 
building  their  catamaran,  which  was  to 
consist  of  two  hulls  wi  'hr  sama  alze  and 
shape  with  a  platform,  or  deck,  l^atween. 
Tha  hulls  wtra  built  someirtiat  on  the 
lines  of  Captain  Voss'  Tilllkum,  but  were 
of  frame  and  planking  construction  rather 
than  hollowed  from  solid  logs.  Massive 
frames  were  put  in,  and  the  plank:ni{  wais 
of  heavy  timber.  If  the  hulls  departed  in 
many  respects  from  conventional  Ideas  of 
boat  building,  at  least  they  were  solid  and 
sturdy.  The  Frenchmen  also  studied  their 
own  comfort  to  the  extent  of  providing  a 
hl|^h  trunk  cabin,  sloping  inwards,  over 
each  canoe,  thus  affording  almost  full 
headroom  below. 

Jeered  and  Ridiculed 

THE  ranoes  wore  launched  .separately, 
and  were  then  fa^ttened  together  with 
six  by  six  balks  of  timber,  across  which 
a  deck  of  heavy  plank.s  was  laid.  In  this 
deck,  amidships,  two  mast6  were  stepped. 
Uie  mahiluast  raking  afi-and  ttaa  short«r- 
forema.st  raking  forward,  glvinc^Uia  craft 

an  odd  appearance. 


As  the  work  of  building,  rlgflng  and  fit* 

ting  out  the  catamaran  slowly  proceeded, 
public  Interest  grew,  but  the  craft  was 
looked  upon  more  as  a  freak  than  as  a 
vessel  tit  ftur  ocean  voyaging.  Ivarywhcrt 
the  Frenchmen  were  ridiculed,  the  general 
opinion  being  that  the  twin  canoes  would 
wreteh  apart  ln*a  seaway.  It  was  consid- 
ered to  be  a  case  of  united  they  should 
float,  divided  they  would  undoubtedly 
capsize,  for  the  canoes  were  without  bal- 
last Inside  or  on  the  kaels. 

Captain  De  BLsschop  came  to  under- 
stand what  Noah  must  have  been  sub- 
jected to  In  the  way  of  Jeers  and  ridicule 
when~he  was  building  his  Ark.  But  the 
Frenchmen  Just  smUed  and  refused  to  be 
shaken  In  th^  determlnaUon  to. follow 
the  ocean  path  of  the  early  Polynesians, 
in  a  craft  of  simiiiar  design  to  those  in 
which  tha  hardy  naUvt  eiplortrs  voyaged 
down  through  tha  Paellte.

and  on  to  Capetown,  has  proved  the  aea- 
worthiness  of  their  unusual  craft.  XC'WiS

Honolulu  to  the  French  Island  of  Tahiti, 
thence  westward  across  the  Pacific.  But

With  the  wind  anywhere  abaft  the  jjeam, 
however,  she  astonished  Honolulu  yachts- 
men by  her  speed.  Having  practically 
nothing  in  the  water,  she  fairly  raced  be- 
fore a  fresh  breeze,  or  ghosted  along  before 
the  lightest  air.  In  an  endeavor  to  malie 
her  go  to  windward,  the  Frenchmen  al- 
tered the  said  plan  and  made  «  aacriftoe  to 
couvenuon  to  the  extent  of  setting  a  Jib, 
but  even  this  brought  little  improvement, 
and  they  had  to  abandon  the  idea  of  mak- 
ing any  passaces  that  would  Involve  beat- 
ing it  up. 

Their  S.OOO-mlle  run  from  Surabaya  to 
Capetown  la  sixtgr-two  days  is  a  remark- 
able passage,  comparable  with  .some  of  the 
best  of  cruising  yachts  of  orthodox  de- 
sign.

some  Instances  were  gorgeous.  The  solos

"The  orchestra,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Llntott,  showed  careful  training  and 
it«  accompaniments  were  very  creditable 
indeed.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  oratorio 
the  combined  band  and  chorus  sang  Ood 
Save  the  Queen.'  the  music  of  which  waa 
specially  arranged  by  Prof.  Serge.  Too 
much  praise  cannot  be  allotted  that  gen- 
tleman for  the  manner  In  which  he  has 
handled  his  first  and  successful  attempt 
In  Victoria.  The  practices,  thought  car- 
ried (m  quietly,  have  been  the  means  of 
bringing  together  people  who  never  knew 
what  excellent  voices  they  possessed,  and 
those  who  did  know  their  power  In  that 
direction  have  been  given  an  opportunity 
of  obtaining  a  training  that  they  other- 
wise would  have  missed.  On  Monday  next 
tlip  oratorio  will  be  repeated,  this  time  in 
aid  of  the  Royal  Hospital  Fund.

Tn  victoria  Dally  TlmM'  of  same  date

Messiah,"  at  the  Victoria  Theatre  la.st 
nli^t  TiM  ovent  had  baen  kMked  for- 
ward to  by  the  music -loving  portion  fif 
the  community  with  eager  expectancy  and 
much  waa  expected,  aa  a  matter  of  course. 
These  speculations  were  fully  realized,  and 
when  the  magnanimity  of  the  work  is 
taken  into  account.  It  Is  evident  that  Mr. 
Pi  rgp  has  proved  hlmsrlf  to  be  a  musical 
Hercules,  The  ladies  and  gentlemen  tak- 
ing part  in  the  event  were  seated  on  three 
rows  of  benches  covered  with  green  baize 
one  above  the  other,  and  presented  a 
striking  appearance. 

"The  orchestra,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Llntott,  was  fully  up  to  the  mark,  and 
careful  training  was  here  shown  by  the 
faultless  accompaniment.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  oratorio  the  united  forces  sang 
_!Ood  Save  the  Queen,"  which  was  espe- 
cially arranged  by  Mr.  Sorge  for  the  oc- 
casion. Before  the  second  part  of  the 
oratorio,  Mr.  Sorge  was  presented  with  a

_  bcra  on  behalf  of  the  performers,  and  the 
gift  was  duly  acknowledged  in  a  few  well 
choaen  words  by  the  recipient. 

"Xba  solos  were  sung  by  some  of  our 
best  amateurs,  many  of  whom  acquitted 
themselves  fairly  well.    The  solos  in  this 
grand  oratorio  are  written  for  trained  ar?. 
tists  posse-ssing  exceptional  voices

■  Tlie  chorus  was  a  strong  one,  number- 
ing some  ninety  voices  acconipanied  by 
twenty-two  instruments.  Some  of  the 
pieces  were  very  well  rendered,  others  were 
somewhat  marred  by  being  too  rapid  in 
the^terapt'it  which  they  were  taken,  par- 
ticularly so  in  'All  We  Like  Rheep'  and 
, 'Worthy  Is  the  Lamb,'  the  andante  of 
which  was  ^en  allMro.  The  larghetto, 
111  our  opinion,  was  also  far  too  quick.  It 
is  generally  acknowledged  that  the.  music 
of  the  old  masters  does  not  Improve  by 
being  hurried. 

"In  'I  Know  That  My  Redeemer  Llveth' 
the  Instrumental  accompaniment  at  times 
was  n(;t  in  full  accord  with  the  lady  sing- 
ing that  difficult  piece.  If  the  grand  work 
is  to  be  performed  again— as  we  hope  it 
will  be— Prof.  Sorge  should  see  to  it  that 
the  band  and  the  soloists  are  In  perfect 
accord. 

"The  general  impression  at  the  conclu- 
sloB  of  the  performance  was  the  Victoria 
talent  Is  second  to  none  anywhere.  It  la 
creditable  Indeed  to  be  told  by  so  high  an 
authority  as  Prof.  Gorge  that  »evet  bef oi» 
did  he  have  all  the  solos  rendwad  bjr 
amateurs."

Christiar^ity  Designated 
One  of  Japan  s  Religions

CHRISTIANITY  U  one  of  the  so- 
called  "three  religions  of  Japan." 
Where  forriief^' this  phrase  meant 
Shinto,  Buddhism  and  Confucianism,  to- 
day Christianity  takes  the  place  of  Con- 
fucianism. 

The  number  who  profess  themselves 
Christians  is  still  less  than  1  per  cent  of 
the  population,  but  the  Influene*  of 
Christianity  is  far  greater  than  this  per- 
centage would  indicate.  These  Christian 
forces  are  estimated  by  Rev.  J.  William 
Paton  in  hi.s  valuable  book  on  "Christian- 
ity in  the  Eastern  Conflicts"  to  be  only 
four  hundred  thousand.  These  are  em- 
braced in  the  Anglican.  Ivangellcal. 
Orthodox  and  Roman  Catholic  Churches. 
Japan's  population  Is  about  70.000.000. 

Christians,  however,  occupy  a  position 
of  venrcQQSlderable  influence  in  the  lead- 
ershlpo!  the  country.  At  the  time  of  the 
coronation  of  the  present  Emperor,  of  the 
five  presidents  of  t^e  Imperial  Universi- 
ties of  Japan,  three  were  Christians.  It  U 
r.speclally  in  the  sphere  of  education  thai 
the  Christians  are  influential.  The>  hav? 
also  an  honorable  record  in  the  different 
forms  of  social mrvtce  and  not  least  in  th 
education  of  the  social  conscience.  Both 
In  regard  to  tht  nareotle  ttil  and  in  com- 
bating the  trafBc  in  vice,  they  have  been 

conspicuous,  :  ~ — 

Leader  In  the  social  welfare  movement 
is  Dr  Tnyohiko  Kagawa.  now  widely 
known  on  this  continent.  Beginning  in 
the  iluma  of  Kobe,  where  he  lived  hU  col- 
lege'days.  Ifagawa  has  developed  n  chain 
of  welfare  projects  that  have  be«h  an 
example  and  inoenttve  to  the  whole  na- 
tion. He  did  Invaluable  work  at  the  time 
of  the  earthquake,  receiving  honor  from 
the  Gtevemment.  P6r  a  time  he  was  head 
of  All  \irif,'»io  work  of  Tokyo,  whose  mayor 
offered  him,  but  without  succoilk  a  laxfo 
aalary  for  a  permi^ient  Job. 


This  eag^r  evangeUst  is  a  pacifist,  a 
position  which   naturally  at   this  time 

would  render  him  obnoxious  to  the 
Japanese  authorities.  His  many  friends 
in  the  Occident  have  been  solicitous  as 
to  his  safety  The  latest  word  Is  that  he 
has  not  yet  been  imprisoned.  His  great 
personal  influence  and  his  racord  as4t 
good  citlatn  have  thus  far_bitn  in  hia 
favor.

Buddhisi  Social  Service 

BUDDHISTS  art  .taking  a  growing  share 
in  practical  aocial  service  of  one  sort 
or  another. -Writing  of  this  in  The  In- 
ternational Review  of  Missions,  the  late

Elaborate  Affair 

AN  interesting  feature  of  the  perform- 
ance was  that  the  solos  were  taken 
by  members  of  the  chorus.

They  were  designated  as  "principal 
vocalists"  hi  the  programme.  Their  names 
are  given  in  The  Colonist  account  of  the 
performance.  The  programme  was  an 
tlaboratt  affair  of  twenty  pages,  four  of 
which  were  devoted  to  a  description  of 
Handel  s  Messiah, '  five  to  the  words  of 
tht  *litssiah,"  thrtt  to  tht  personnel  of 
the  choru.s  and  orche.str.'..  and  the  re- 
maining pages  contained  advertisements, 
some  of  which  were  quaintly  worded.  One 
reads  "Do  you  want  the  Earth?  We 
can  I  give  you  thai,  but  we  will  give  you 
bargaina  in  Clothing  and  Oent'a  Fumiah- 
Ing  Good.s  We  reach  your  approval 
through  low  prices."  Another  advertise- 
ment extola  tht  virtues  of  Weiner  Beer,  a 
favorite  beverage  of  the  day  Another 
lias  a  woodcut  of  "Spencer's  Arcade," 
David  Silencer's  original  store. 

The  price  of  adml.«;.slnn  ranged  from  fifty 
cent&  to  one  dollar  and  a  hall,  and  special 
trips  were  run  from  Nanalmo,  Vancouver 
and  New  Westmlntttr  at  ont  faN  for  tht 
round  trip.

State  Shinto  Rites 

rlB  doctrine  Is  accompanied  and  sup- 
ported by  the  rite  of  Emiieror  wnr- 
ship.  There  are  certain  shrines  set  apart 
for  the  observance  of  "SUte  Shinto."  a 
cultu.s  to  be  carefully  di.'itlngul.shed  from 
the  many  and  varied  seels  of  denomina- 
tional Shinto,  such  as  Tenrlkyo  and 
others.  In  tlirse  state  .shrine.«;  the  offl- 
ciants  are  frequwUy  retired  ofTicials,  gen- 
erals or  admirals,  and  whilt  the  Oovem- 
ment.  throii^h  Its  Bureau  of  Rcllgiou.s 
Control,  exercises  a  general  supervision 
over  all  Shinto  woryup,  as  over  othtr 
worship,  statt  Shinto  is  dirtctly  carrltd 
on  by  it. 

At  this  point  tht  Christians  of  Japan 

arc  confronted  with  a  very  serious  issue, 
and  one  which  has  become  more  serious 
Since  the  opening  of  war.  The  rites  con- 
'rrected  with  State  Shinto  .seem  to  .some 
to  imply  disloyalty  to  their  Christian 
faith.  It  is  pointed  out.  on  4ht  othtr 
hand,  that  Chri.stlan.s  are  allowed  to  make 
IV  clear  to  all  concerned  that  they  accept 
thtat  obttrvanets  In-lha  stnst  in  which 
the  Government  ordains  them,  namely, 
as  acts  of  patriotic  veneration  and  noth- 
tng  ir[ore. 

In  order  tn  understand  better  the  dlfTI- 
cult  position  of  our  fellow-ChrisUans  in 
•  Japan,  the  wtittr  now  reproducts  tht  at- 
titude of  the  N'iMnnal  Christian  Council 
at  its  annual  meeting  a  year  ago.  Ac- 
cording to  World  Dominion,  the  follow- 
ing matters  were  brought  out  The  Gov- 
ernment has  insisted  for  many  years  that 
the  purpooe  of  thise  shrines  is  to  foster 
the  .spirit  of  reverence  for  'he  nation 
builders,  cultivate  patrigtlsm  and  serve 
as  a  system  of  soetal  eontroP'Tht  Oov- 
ernment  considers  obeisance  at  thttt 
shrines  purely  an  ezpressfcm  of  patriottsm 
.  and  respttt  for  htrole  ptnJhalltttt  In 
tiM  past. 

ShouM  Recognise  Shrines 

THE  con.sensu.s  of  opinion  at  this  con- 
ference was  that  Chnsuans  should 


recognlae  the  national  character  of  these 

.shrines,  and,  as  loyal  citizen.s.  pay  homage 
to  those  whose  memories  are  revered. 
Christians  shou'ld  press  for  tht  tlimina- 
tlon  of  religious  features  c<jnncct4»d  with 
their  ceremonies,  and  should  help  all 
concerned  to  an  understanding  of  tbt 
difference  bttwttn  the  obeisance  paid  at 
them  to  the  nation's  notablts  and  tht 
worship  of  God. 

Of  the  denominaUonal  Shinto  aecU. 
thirteen  have  been  recognized  by  the 
Stale,  while  .several  have  been  sup- 
pressed. Among  these  latter  Omotokyo 
and  Hitonomlchl,  which  numbered  their 
adherents  by  hundreds  of  thousands, 
have  already  come  under  the  Oovem- 
mtnt's  ban  through  /  its  Bureau  of 
Religious  Control,  because  of  their  dan- 
gerous doctrines  and  questionable  morals. 
Statt  ofBcials  havt  found  Uiemr  It  is 
claimed,  ntstt  of  ptottlngs  again^  au- 
thority. 

The  domination  of  Bmptror-worship 
and  the  intensive  nationalism  that  mu.si 
have  become  more  intefislve  during  re- 
cent months,  coupled  with  the  control  tht 
Government  exercises  over  ail  religions, 
creates  a  situation  for  Christians  in 
which  loyally  to  their  principles  may  be 
challenged.  Before  the  war,  according  to 
Mr.  PatQi^  there  were  exaipplta  of  ptf- 
Jtctttion  of  Christians  as  such. 

Xnqulrtrs  alia  eonvtrts  were  sometimta 
exhorted  t^)  keep  away  from  this  Interna- 
tionaiist  and  un- Japanese  religions. 
Somttimtt  the  influence  of  the  military 
Instructor,  even  In  Christian  school.s.  Is 
such  that  no  Christian  work  is  possible. 
HTteUs  of  a  ttaehtr  bting  arrtsttd  bt- 
cause.  In  reply  to  a  child's  question,  ht 
stated  that  Jesus  was  greater  than  tht 
imptror.  A  Christian  to  Kqbt  was  im- 
prisoned and  severely  deali  with  becau.se 
he  denied  that  the  Sun  Goddess  was 
dhrlat  and  rtfattd  to  wootalp  tht  Im- 
peror. 

Sympathy  4or -their  leUow  Christians  in 
Japan  and  consideration  for  their  diffi- 
culty in  keeping  the  Christian  flag  fly- 
ing, is  surely  the  right  attitude  for  be- 
lievers in  the  rest  of  thi  world. 


 Iterpiece.  .  Had  tills  been  done,  and 

faithfully  carried  on,  the  fame  of  such  an  - 
tvent  would  have,  by  now.  spread  far  be- 
>ond  the  bounds  of  Victoria  and  Vancou- 
ver ibiaud,  and  would  have  developed  into 
a  very  valuable  tourist  attraction.  Noth- 
ing, however,  appears  to  have  been  done 
along  these  lines  until  the  Spring  of  19S4, 
when  a  determined  effort  was  made  to  in- 
augurate such  a  movement,  and  give  the 
"Messiah"  each  year  with  the  very  best 
amateur  and  professional  talent  available 
in  the  city.

1934  fcrfonnance 

A MEMORABLE  performance  was  given 
on  December  19,  1934.  Every  seat  In 
the  Cathedral  was  occupied,  and  hun- 
dreds were  unable  to  gain  admittance.  By 
a  happy  coincidence,  this  performance 
Was  given  on  the  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  Mr.  J.  C.  M.  Keith,  architect  of  the  Ca- 
thedral, and  Mr.  Keith  was  slnglns  with  . 
the  chorue. 

The  success  of  this  performance  led  to 
the  formation  of  the  Victoria  Choral  and 
Orchestral  Union  on  a  permanent  basis. 
The  primary  bbject  of  this  organization 
is  to  give  an  annual  performance  of  the 
"Messiah,"  and  the  second  Wednesday  in 
December  of  each  year  has  been  selected 
as  the  date.  It  is  also  hoped  to  produce 
other  works  in  the  Spring  of  each  year. 
In  addition  to  three  annual  performances 
of  the  "Messiah  '  which  have  already  been 
given,  Brahms'  "Requiem"  was  performed 
hi  memory  of  King  George  V.  and  a  three 
days'  Festival  of  All-Brillsh  Music  was 
held  to  commemorate  the  coronation  of 
King  George  and  Queen  Elizabeth.  The 
first  day  of  the  Festival  was  given  up  en- 
tirely to  the  children  of  Greater  Victoria, 
a  State  Performance  was  given  on  the  ate- 
ond  day,  while  a  Public  Performance  was 
given  on  the  third  day.  The  funds  for 
this  festival  were  ginerou.sly  donated  by 
the  Honorable  Eric  W.  Hamber,  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  and  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria.

Sexton     Church  Kidnapped 

And  Set  Adrift  Unconscious 


Br  OBORGS  BONAVIA 

A STRANGE  Ule  involving  the  kid- 
napping of  a  staid  church  sexton 
of  Baltimore  was  unfolded  here  on 
June  4,  1880.  when  the  British  sailing 

•.ship  Antioch.  Capt.iiin  Weeks,  arrived  from 
Hongkong  with  thf  desUtute  victim 
aboard. 

W.  I^.  O.  Blllmlre.  sexton  of  Mount  Ver- 
non Methodist  Church.  Baltimore.  Mary- 
land, told  sympathetic  but  Incredulous 
shipping  men  here  that  he  left  his  home 
one  day  late  in  October,  1879.  to  attend  a 
Knights  of  Honor  meeting  some  dlstanet- 
from  where  he  dwei',  I'h.it  was  the  last 
his  friends  heard  of  him  until  June  9  the 
following  year. 

-While  the  iodgt  was  in  ttsslon,  a  ttlt- 

graph  boy  handed  Blllmlre  a  letter  stat- 
ing his  brother  had  been  injured  on  the 
BaFQmore  tt  Ohio  Railway  at  Locust 
Point,  and  that  a  carriage  wa.<«  drawn  up 
at  a  nearby  hotel  to  convey  him  lo  the 
scene  of  the  accident 

Con.slderably  upset  at  the  startling  news 
Blllmlre  hastily  scribbled  a-  few  linta-JU> 
his  wife  on  the  back  of  an  envelope  tell- 
ing her  what  had  happened.  He  Uj^ptd 
the  boy  and  rushed  to  the  hotel  to  catch 
the  carriage. 

The  sexton  had  in  his  possession  $000 
aoBtcttd  for  Mount  Vtmon  Choreh.  Rt 

ttaMfht  It  would  be  safer  on  his  person 
than  at  home  unta  such  time  as  it  could 
bt  dtpoaltod  In  a  Ipnk. 

Leaves  in  Carriage 

^    a  T  tht  hotti  Billmirs  found  tht  ear- 

l\  riage  to  take  him  to  Locust  Point. 
Two  men  invited  him  to  Jump  in.  He 
asked  them  several  quesiluiii  gbooi  tht 
accident,  but  they  professed  to  know 
,.llUle.  eave  that  they  had  been  sent  at  the 
urgent  rtqutst  of  Biiimlres  Injured 
brotbtr. 

After  paving  Federal  Hill  It  «  fa^f 
pace,  one  of  the  men  suddenly  struck  the 


sexton  heavily  on  the  head  with  a  short 
club  produced  from  an  Inside  'coat  pocket. 

He  remembered  notiung  more  until  he 
came  to  with  a  splitting  headache  in  tht 
stuffy  cabin  of  a  schooner  somtwhtrt  at 
sea  Much  Uj  his  horror  he  found  tht 
church  s  $600  and  his  gold  Watch  aiNI 
chain  ml-ssing. 

In  answer  to  a  feeble  call,  a  burly  in- 
dividual appeared.  In  reply  lu  Blllmlre  s 
questions,  he  stated  the  sexton  had  bttn 
placed  aboard  by  two  frtend.H.  who  sakl 
he  had  killed  a  man  in  a  fight. 
— -Por  several  di^  the  sexton  was  in  too 
weak  a  condition  Ui  move.  He  was  led 
sparingly  on  tasteless  soup  and  hardtack 
while  the  veael  continued  on  her  course. 
Eventually  he  was  seized  with  Dfam  fever. 
He  remembered  nothing  more  until  picked 
up  by  the  Antioch.  bound  for  Hongkong. 

Found  at  Sea 

CAPTAIN  WtaKB,  cotamandtr  of  tht 
sailing  ship,  told  Qillmlre  later  that 
he  sighted  a  small  .open  boat  adrift  at 
'sea.  He  found  tht  stxion  aboard,  half - 
survtd  and  itlU  fotBtrtnf  boa  brain 
fever.  ,  ~ 

He  was  taken  aboard  and  nurstd  Wtmm 
:  '  i.'-alth  by  the  kindly  captain  and  bii 
oflicers.  The  Antioch  arrived  at  Hong- 
kong on  January  10,  1880.  Blllmlrt  Imme- 
diately dispatched  a  letu-r  u>  his  wife 
with  a  full  account  of  what  happened. 
She  did  not  receive  the  missive  until 
Jnnt 

After  discharging  her  cargo,  tht 
Antioch  set  sail  for  Victoria  and  arrlvtd 
here  on  June  4.  Captain  Weeks  gave 
Blllmlre  $25  for  his  fare  steerage  to  San 
Francisco.  Officers  of  the  vessel  provided 
him  with  ck>thlng. 

Blllmlre  landed  at  Ban  Franrlsro  broke, 
and  was  unable  to  secure  employment.

We  have  made  very  deOiute  program 
tn  improvinf  (he  quality  and  condition  of 
our  product  and  are  approaching  the 
standard  set  by  the  cream  of  the 
production."  The  improvement  Imui  been 
due  largely  to  the  production  of  better 
hogs  In-Caiiada.  These  better  liogs  re- 
sulted directly  from  the  inauguration  of 
a  grading  policy  which  had  as  its  objec- 
tive the  apportioning  of  all  the  money 
paid  for  Canadian  hogs  on  the  basis  of 
their  individual  value  on  world  markets. 
These  better  hogs  have  raised  Canadian 
bacon  valuet  to  within  ••  to  10s  per  cwt. 
of  Britain's  top-priced  Imports,  and  have 
resulted  in  a  greatly  increased  return  for 
Canada's  hog  crop.  The  grading  ayaUm 
has  Justified  Itsell.  — 
The  Canadian  grading  ^fstea  waa^^le- — 
signed  to  recognize  British  consumer  de« 
mand  and  so  used  weight,  quality  and 
finish  as  the  basis  tor  their  grade  diwV- 
sions.  Nine  grades  were  outlined  in  the 
Hog  Grading  Regulations  which  operate 
under  the  authority  of  the  Uvestocii  and 
Livestock  ProducU  Act.  The  Select  Bacon 
and  Bacon  were  the  two  grades  Into 
which  hogs  of  desirable  type  and  weighU 
nited.  and  these  grades  divided  the  better 
hogs  from  the  remainder  on  the  basis  of 
type,  flni.sh  and  quality.  Grades  were  also 
provided  for  less  desirable  hogs — butchers, 
ouV-wel^t  hogs,  sows,  stags  and  roughs. — 

In  actual  trading  the  bacon  grade  es- 
tablishes the  basic  price  with  select 
bacons  commanding  $1  per  head  pre- 
mium and  other  grades  selling  at  a  dis- 
count. At  the  time  the  regulations  were 
brought  into  effect,  grading  at  stockyards 
and  abattoirs  only  was  required.  As  time 
went  on  experience  Indicated  that  It  waa 
necessary  to  carry  the  grading  systt-m 
right  to  ilic  producer's  farm  so  that  those 
who  sold  hugs  in  the  country  would  be 
paid  on  a  graded  basis,  as  well  as  those 
who  shipped  to  central  points.  AccordUig- 
ly,  drovers  were  required  to  buy  on  grade 
and  to  accompany  each  shipment  with  a 
manifest  showing  the  individual  grading 
on  which  each  contributor's  were  pur- 
chtMd.

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Improvcmciit  of  Type 

LIVE  grading  accomplished  general 
selection  of  Uie  better  type  hogs  and 
has  resulted  In  rapid  Improvement  of 
type.  To  some  extent  also  It  corrected 
weights.  It  has,  however,  very  definite 
Umltatlona  In  determining   the  actual 

value  of  the  carcass  Which  will  result 
from  the  processing  of  any  hog.  Occa- 
sional disputes  between  producer  and 
grader  led  to  the  inspeition  of  the  car- 
cass and  grading  therefrom,  which  proved 
satisfactory  to  Iboth  parties.  This  siaugh-  - 
ter  test  revealed  that  the  specification.^ 
seX  down  for  top  grade  did  not  always 
yield  top  carcassss.  Certain  factors  enter 
in  which  cannot  be  determined  with 
exactness  from  inspection  of  the  live  hog, 
of  whleh  weight  of  earcasa  la  one  of  the 
mo.'^t  Important.  Obviously  carcass  grad- 
ing was  the  next  step,  and  In  March.  1934. 
cartass  grading  rcgvlatlona  were  added 
to  the  ealstinR  hog  grading  regulatloi^s 
This  bails  of  grading  ties  up  with  the^ 
Canadian  oHlelal  laUlaUons  for  the  grad- 
ing of  bacon  which  In  turn  are  based  on 
the  demands  of  the  British  buyer  and 
use  the  eharaeterlstles  of  weight,  fat  and 
quality  as  determining  factors  So  far 
these  regulations  have  proven  sound,  fair 
and  satisfactory.

tlon  conditions,  carries  the  same  stigma 
as  the  light  Wiltshire.  These  sUtemenU 
apply  to  aU  baeon  Imported  Into  the 
United  Kingdom  and  explain  why  the 
weight  classtfleatlon  of  the  live  hog  and 
the  dreesed^greass  are  so -fundamental 
and  Important  to  a  profitable  export 
business.  Sides  of  this  weight,  we  know, 
come  from  carcasses  weighing  140  to  1T9 
pounds,  hot  weight,  at  the  p.i  lant. 
Carcasses  outside  of  these  weigiits  wiU 
yield  WUtahtrn  ovIiMe  the  flfty-nve-  - 
sixty-five  pound  range  and  sonsequ^ntly 
win  be  penalised  in  price  by  the  British 
buyer.

Move  the  Geraniums  To 
Wmter  Quarters  When 
Frost  Is  Threatening 

THE  geraniums,  particularly  the  flne- 
fohaged  varieties,  should  not  be  left 
outdoors  a  moment  longer  Uian  ean  be 
helped  now.    They  cannot  stand  frost 

Lift  the  plants,  plant  them  separately  In 
pots,  and  atand  them  in  a  frostproof  place. 

When  you  lift  the  plants,  do  but  little 
top  trimming;  merely  shorten  long  or 
straggling  branches. 

Shake  adhering  .soil  away  from  the  roti 
and  trim  back  the  long,  straggling  roots  to 
Tf  convenient  chister.  Drain  with  crocks, 
pots  just  large  enough  to  accommodate 
the  roots  comfortably,  and  plant  In  a  light, 
sandy,  dryish  soil. 

Falling  a  greenhou.se.  a  sunny  window 
Indoors  will  serve  admirably.  If  it  Is  re- 
membered to  move  the  plants  away  during 
frost.  If  there  is  little  room  t<x  a  num- 
ber of  pots,  box  up  the  plants  In  fairly 
deep  boxes. 

Keep  sulBclent  space  between  the  plants 
to  prevent  them  touching     With  air  cir- 
culating all  round  them,  there  will  be  no^ 
trouble  frdm  damping.    In  other  raspecta 
treat  thmat  exactly  asjha  pot  plants. 

Cool  Ivf  Not  Frosty 

'*ff'*IIB8B  boxes  can  be  placed  in  a  spare 
•1>  room  on  the  driest  side  of  the  house. 
In  the  ordinary  way  the  conditions  must 
be  quite  cool,  but  during  a  severe  spell  of 
frost  It  will  pay  to  move  the  boans  Into  a 
slightly  warmer  room. 

The  boxes  may  also  go  In  a  light  shad  as 
long  a.s  it  l.'^  proof  against  frost. 

Another  method  of  wintering  geraniums 
Is  simply  to  trim  them  up,  bunch  them 
together  and  hang  them  up  In  a  shed. 
This  Is  a  somewhat  risky  method,  though. 

fltUl  another  plan  Is  to  cut  baek  the 
geranium  top.^  and  replant  In  light  .sol! 
under  the  lee  of  a  wall  or  hedge,  covering 
them  with  dry  leavee.  fibre  or  aahes.  Where 
this  metiiDd  1.^  followed,  however,  one 
cannot  hope  that  more  than  a  (aw  of  the 
plants  wHl  survive.' 

Keep  p<Hted  and  boxed  plants  well  on 
the  dry  side  durlhg  the  Winter.  Water 
them  only  Just  sufllelently  to  prevent  the 
eoU  drying  out  altogether.  Increase  the 
supply  of  moisture  when  growth  recom- 
mences In  the  early  days  of  Spring.

what  is  good-  for  them.

.tant.  see  that  there  Is  a  proper  shelving 
bank  by  means  of  w&ieh  they  can  get  on 
to  dry  land  again  ea|ll{(_ 

Cut  two  or  three  or  more  of  these  land- 
Inf^  places  if  there  are  no  natural  ones. 
Many  a  young  duck  has  Injured  tt.self 
badly  by  stmggiiog  to  eUmb  a  atfep  bank» 


Perennial  Borders 


PERENNIAL  borders  should  receive  their 
beauty  treataaents  In  September.  This 
entails  a  course  of  transplaifCThg.  By 
transplanting  in  the  Fall,  plants  become 
established  again  before  Winter  sets  In. 
and  thus  are  ready  to  start  growth  early 
in  the  Spring.  Late  blooming  perennials 
as  chrysanthemum.^,  helenlum.'^  and 
boltonlas  are  best  transplanted  In  the 
Spring. 

When  moving  plants  to  another  loca- 
tion, disturb  thelr_roots  as  httie  as  pds- 
^sible.  Leave  a  good  i>ail 'of  murlfi  Tfioir 
the  roots  and  place  them  as  quickly  as 
possible  in  the  new  location.  Practically 
all  perennlate  whith  Imii  initJdN<  Ouwii 
by  transplanting  tlms  should  be  trimmed 
to  about  six  inches  before  traosnlMiUag. 
The  soil  In  the  new  hole  bi  wMeh  tht 
plant  is  being  pl.aced  .should  be  dug  deeply. 
It  should  also  be  at  least  as  rich  as  the 
SOU  from  artUch  the  plant  has  been  Ufted.

Hot-Beds  Supply  Variety  of 

Out-of-Season  Vegetables 


A HOT-BED  Is  the  most  economical 
method  of  supplying  heat  for  ob- 
taining out  of  seaMin  a  wide  va- 
riety of  useful  crops,  and  this  Is  a  suitable 
time  for  forming  one. 

Undoubtedly  the  best  material  Is  strawy 
hor.se  manure,  eontalnlng  M  to  M  per  eant 
of  droppmgs.  — ■  ■  ■  ■  ■ 

Where  this  type  of  manure  is  not  avail- 
able In  sufncient  quantity,  it  can  be  mixed 
on  a  fifty-fifty  basis  with  newly-fallen 
leavee,  peat  moss  litter,  and  decaying  vege- 
table refu.se. 

When  strawy  horse  manure  Is  used,  mix 
the  droppings  and  straw  thoroughly,  Just 
damping  any  diy  parta,^to  prevent  fanglng 
and  moulding.  'Likewise,  If  you  are  work- 
ing on  a  flfty-flfty  basis,  mix  the  ingredi- 
ent evenly  with  the  manure.  Test  for 
moisture  by  pulling  a  handful  of  manure 
apart. 

Now  turn  the  heap,  always  workmg  tho 
outside  to  the  centre,  where  there  is  the 
greatest  heal.  This  method  kills  the 
harmful  grubs  and  eggs  that  are  found  in 
every  manure  heap. 

Repeat  the  turning  on  alternate  days  for 
a  fortnight,  durmg  which  period  fermen- 
UUon  starta.  reiehes  its  maximum,  and 
decIlneSlo  a  stable  point.  Having  got  this 
eonditlon  of  subillty,  make  up  the  hot-bed. 

Choose  Sheltered  Spot 

CHOOSE  the  position  carefully  So  .ire 
as  much  shelter  and  sun.shine  as  pos- 
kbllk.  Both  fai^ra  help  the  manure  to  re- 
tain Its  heat,  and  also  make  for  better 
growing  conditions  because  of  tiie  absence 
of  eoM  draughts.  1 

The  dimensions  of  the  hot-bed  must  be 
greater  than  those  of  the  cold  frame  which 
you  put  on  the  top.  You  need  at  least  a 
foot  clearance  on  all  sides.  When  build- 
ing, work  in  four-Inch  layers  stamping 
each  one  thoroughly  firm  before  adding 


another.  Any  negligence  at  this  stage 
may  mean  serious  loss  of  heat  and  of  crop 
later.  The  hnal  depth  should  be  two  feet. 
Immediately  the  heap  Is  flnlshed,  place  the 
cold  frame  in  position  to  prevent  escape  of 
heat.  V 

After  forming  the  bed,  wa'cr  it  through 
a  rosed  can  with  boiling  water  to  kill  soil 
enemies.  l 

Walt  unUl  the  sou  works  nicely  before 
broadcasting  the  .seed  thinly,  and  Just 
cover  it  with  lialf  an  inch  of  hnely  kilted 
soil  previoualy  treated  with  boiling  water

Ventilation  Details 

K££P  the  frame  tightly  closed  until  the 
seedlings  are  through,  after  which  a 
'little  ventilation  should  be  given  on  favor^ 
ab'e  days,  to  prevent- the  atmosphere  be- 
coming sodden  with  moisture.  Always, 
however,  tilt  on  the  leeward  side  to  avoid 
drau^rht. 

You  may  find  in  some  cases  tliat  n ) 
thinning  is  necessary.  In  oilier  cjmea  there 
may  be  congestion,  whichiwmk  be  relieved. 

To  have  a  batch  of  lettuce  early  In  the 
new  year,  sow  seed  at  once  in  boxes  of 
sandy  ■Dtr,  'md  when  the  seedlings  are 
forming  their  fourth  leaf,  transplant  them 
nine  Inches  apart  Into  a  bed  similar  to 
that  suggested  for  the  shorthorn  carrots, 
etc.  , 

Be  very  careful  not  to  bury  the  tiny 
growing  point,  as  unless  that  organ  is  free 
to  carry  on,  the  plants  will  perish. 

From  the  time  thf*  pl.uifs  are  half-grown 
Mntll  the  heads  are  .ready  for  cutting,  feed 
weekly  with  sulfrtuite  of  potash,  stirring 
half  a  teaspoonful  of  the  fertiliaer  into 
the  soil  round  each  plant. 

Ventilate  as  generously  as  the  weather 
permits.  Lettuce  is  a  real  fresh  air  fan. 
If  you  desire  a  successsion,  SOW  another 
batch  in  three  weeks'  tmie. 


tlve  value  of  the  progeny  If  .sold  for  meat 
shows  a  wide  difference.  Two  hundred  of 
the  progeny  of  either  class  males,  at  six 
months  of  age  should  wcich  at  lea.^t  1,000 
Ihs  Tlie  premium  for  Grade  "A"  ovef 
Grade  B'  is  thus  two  cents  per  lb.— often 
more.

Depths  and  Disfanccs  in 
Planting  Bedding  Plants 
and  Bulbs 

IN  making  combination  schemes  of  bulbs 
and  bedding  subjects  it  Is  best  to  plant 
both  at  the  same  time,  but  if  this  is  not 
po.sslble.  put  the  bedding  plants  in  first 
and  then  plant  the  bulbs  between  or 
amongst  them  at  your  earliest  conveni- 
ence.- ' 

No  definite  rule  can  be  given  as  to  the 

distance  apart  to  plant  Spring  bedding 
plants,  but  they  must  always  be  thick 
enough  to  cover  the    ground  when  In 

bloom  Naturally,  this  depends  to  a  great 
extent  on  the  size  of  the  plants  now. 

As  a  guide,  allow  nine  Inehee  apart  for 

good  clumps  of  primrose  or  i>olyaiit hus, 
but  only  six  inches  If  plants  are  small. 
Forget-me-nots  want  six  inches;  araMa 

and  aubrictia.  four  or  five  inches,  tall 
wallflowers,  Afteen  inches,  dwarfer  ones 
nine  to  twelve  inches. 

If  bulbs  are  being  used,  space  these 

plants  out  another  two  inches 

Work  out  the  number  of  plants  re- 
quired per  square  foot  and  then  find  the 

area  of  your  bed.s  Square  and  rectangular 
beds,  of  course,  have  their  length  multi- 
plied by  their  breadth.  An  oval  bed  Is 
squared  in  the  ..anir  way,  making  allow- 
ance for  the  rounded  part  at  each  end. 

The  area  of  a  circular  bed  four  feet  In 
diameter  Is  roughly  twelve  and  a  half 
square  feet;  4  five-foot  circle,  nineteen 
and  three-quarters  square  feet;  a  six-foot 
circle,  twenty-eight  and  a  quarter  square 
feet:  and  an  eight-foot  circle,  fifty  and  a 
quarter  square  feet. 

When  beds   are   planted  with  bulba 

alone,  set  the  bulbs  the  following  dis- 
tances apart:  Daffodils,  Dai  win  tulips 
and  hyacinths,  nine  Inctijes;  cottsge  tuUpe, 
eight  inches  crocuses,  four  Inches. 
Should  you  be  using  the  smalhT  bulbs, 
like  grape  hyaelntha,  snowdrops  and 
scillas.  set  thorn  three  inches  apart 

The  smaller  bulbs  will  look  delightful  in 
roekery  pockets  and  in  drifts  at  the  front 
of  the  herbaceous  border. 

To  ensure  good  rootinc  condition.^  for 
bulbs,  set  them  all  on  a  quarter -inch 
layer  of  sand.  The  planting  depths  gre  as 
follow.s  Hyacinths,  three  and  a  half 
inches,  tulips,  grape  hyacinths  and  scillas, 
three  Inches.  dafTddHs  and  crocus,  two 
and  a  half  Inches;  .snowdrops,  two  Inche.i 

In  each  case  the  crown  or  top  of  the 
bulb  u  covered  with  soU  to  the  depth  in- 
dicated. -

Seamen  Arc  Rescued  from 
the  Sharks 

THntl  have  been  many  shark  stories 
In  England  this  Autumn;  here 
U  one  from  an  Austrian  correspondent  to 
Hm  Chlldren'a  liewapapar. 

While  the  destroyed  Waterhen  was 
employed  In  naval  exercises  two  miles  off 
New  South  Wales  a  boat  overturned  aa  It 
waa  being  lowered  and  fourteen  men 
were  flung  into  the  water.  Before  the 
destroyer  could  be  stopped  the  men  ware 
left  400  yards  behind,  and  those  on  board 
were  horrified  to  .see  two  sharks.  - 

Able-Seaman  Tyrrell  lost  his  lifebelt, 
and  at  that  moment  one  of  his  com- 
panions. Oberg.  saw  a  shark  approaching 
him.  He  gave  Tyrrell  his  lifebelt,  and, 
_jelalng  the  calcium  flare  from  the  bcltj^ 
hurled  It  at  the  shfxrk  as  It  lighted.  The 
monster  swam  away.  Able-Seaman  Hlb- 
bert  dived  over  the  aide  of  the  destroyer 
and  swam  to  the  two  men  as  a  shout  from 
the  ship  announced  that  the  shark  was 
coming  back.  Again  I  Oberg  forced  it 
away  with  the  flare  For  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  the  other  men  in  the  water  slashed 
and  shouted,  trying  \^  scare  the  shark 
away,  and  then  they  were  all  hauled  Into 
safety  on  a  launch,  and  the  only  Injuries 
auatatned  were  from  ^ha-aetual  fall  from 
the  boat  ' 

Iven  those  jwho  have  never  seen  the 
evil  eight  of  ■  great  shark  cruising  sln- 
l.sterly  through  the  water,  with  the  tri- 
angular fin  showing  as  It  turns  to  bare 
ita  enormoua  laws,  win  be  able  to  appre- 
ciate the  herol.sm  of  Oberg.  who  gave  up 
his  lifebelt  and  used  the  flare,  and  to  Hlb- 
bertr  who  dellbarately  plunged  to  what 
might  have  been  hia  certain  death.

TONAVIOAIE 

Astronomical  Navigation  Be- 
ing Increasingly  Used  by 
Aviators  of  Today  — 

LONDON  (BUP).— Astronomi- 
cal naviRation.  almost  entirely 
Ignored  by  the  earlier  airmen, 
Is  being  increasingly  used  as  the 
ranges  of  aircraft  are  extended 
and  as  ocean  flying  becomes 
more  common. 

In  recognition  of  this  trend 
the  Nautical  Almanac  Office  has 
undertaken  the  computation  of 
"The  Air  Almanac,"  and  this 
work  was  Issued  for  the  first 
time  recently  as  an  official  Air 
Ministry  publication. 

It  Is  arranged  in  two  parts, 
one  designed  to  have  a  JBSTtaln 
permanence  and  to  be  replaced 
at  Intervals  of  two,  three  or  four 
year.s.  the  other  beint;  ephemeral 
and  conlaininK  the  astronomical 
data  for  the  dates  given.  This 
part  will  be  Issued  at  first 
quarterly,  later  bl-annuaUy.  and. 
finally,  annually  The  fir.st  Is- 
sue covers  the  period  from  Oc- 
tober I  to  December  SI. 

IS8U1NO  ALMANACS 

The  Air  Almanac  is  being  is- 
sued to  all  Royal— Air  Force 
bomber  and  general  reconnais- 
sance sfjiiadrons  as  well  a.^  to 
appropriate  service  headquar- 
ters, scho(ris  and  libraries. 

Hitherto  the  air  navigator  has 
had  to  adapt  the  Nautical  Alma.- 
nac  to  his  particular  needs  and 
the  Air  Almanac  Is  designed  to 
fit  tho.se  needs  more  exactly  so 
AS  to  .save  time  and  trouble  dur- 
ing flights.  One  difference  be- 
tween the  two  almanacs  Is  that 
the  nautical  one  shows  the  vari- 
ations of  the  stars  In  hour.% 
minutes  and  .seconds,  while  the 
air  almanac  shows  them  in  de- 
grees and  minutes  of  an  arc. 
This  difference  saves  .sonwof  the 
processes  of  calculation. 

The  book  itself  is  .sound  be- 
tween stiff  bnard  covers  In  blue, 
and  the  ephemeral  sheets  are 
punched  so  as  to  be  easily  at- 
tached to  the  loose  hinge  of  the 
cover.  Royal  Air  Force  officers 
have  been  ordered  to  regard  the 
present  form  of  the  almanac  as 
experimental  and  to  send  to  the 
Air  Ministry  .my  sugnestions 
they  may  have  for  its  improve- 
ment. ■  ♦
